In 1926 the tire business held its 
own, Product:on was _ slightly 
lower, but actual shipments were 
increased. Export business was 
higher, as were also sales to auto- 
mobile manufacturers. But there 
Was a decrease in the number of 
tires sold to Canadian car users, 
Wea'her conditions were the cause 
of this, as the spring was excep- 
tionally backward, while in the fall 
the snow came on early in most 
parts of Canada. Another unfavor- 
able factor that has just developed 
is the decrease in automobile man- 
ufacturing. 

Prices of rubber and of rubber 
goods have in the past few monihs 
been stable, as compared with: pre- 
vieus fluctuations. The Stevenson 
restrictions on exports from the 
Malay States and East Indies still 
operate in modified form, and the 
controversy as to what is an ade- 
‘ ‘e price for crude rubber per- 
sists. 

fhe Canadian industry on the 
whole is growing. Imports of 
crude in the first ten months of 
1926 were approximately 37,- 
500,000 pounds, against 35,500.- 
000 pounds in the first ten 
months of 1925. And though 
purchase contracts may be made 
for months ahead, actual im- 
ports are determined pretty well 
by requirements. and stocks in 
Canada do not fluctuate greatly. 

The development of greatest in- 
terest, and possibly of greatest sig- 
nificance in the Canadian field, 
however, is the steady rise of ex- 
, ports. After the 1920 boom ex- 
ports dropped to less than $500,000 
a month, but new business has been 
steadily added, and for 1926 they 
averaged over $2,000,000 a month. 
- This is more than ever before in 
the history of the Canadian indus- 
try. Last year may also prove to 
have been a notable year in an- 
other sense, for exports of rubber 
rubber goods now exceed im- 
ports. 

From the start of the present 
fiscal year last April to the end 
of October imports were $'4,- 
429,899, while exports were $14,- 
687 992. Eighty per cent. of the 
imports is crude rubber, the bal- 
ance being other raw materials 
and smail quantities of manufac- 
tured goods. The exports are all 
manufactured goods, except for 
small quantities of waste rubber. 
Of course, cotton and other fab- 
rics enter into these goods. But 
taking rubber and rubber prod- 
ucts in the generally accepted 
sense we are now selling cnough 
manufactured goods to pay for 
all the crude rubber we require 
for domestic as well as for export 
goods. In terms of trade bal. 
ances, we get our domestic sup- 
ply for nothing. Crude rubber 
is a tropical product and, so far 
as present scientific knowledge 
goes, we will always have to im- 
port it into Canada, 

Tires constitute 40 per cent. of 
Canada’s exports, and footwear 30 
per cent.; the balance is belting 
1and other mechanical goods and 
miscellaneous products. About 25 
per cent. goes to the United King- 
| dom, but more than eighty coun- 
tries of the world buy our rubber 
products, While the big purchases 
by New Zealand, Australia, South 
Africa, British India and Straits 
Settlements reveal the influence of 
the British preference, Canada also 
has big buyers in Argentina and 
Brazil in South America, in France, 
Belgium and other countries of 
Europe, and in the Dutch Indies 
and other points far away.

CANADA TO INVOKE 
1926 TITLE LAWS 


Plans Drastic Action 


Where Ownership 
Is Dubious 


Special to the Antomotive Daily News 
Montreal, Feb. 12.—The auto- 


mobile law requiring the pur- 


chaser of a new automobile to 
register his title of ownership for 
all 1927 and subsequent models, 
the obiect being to prevent thefts 
of automobiles, is going to be 
enforced with surprising sudden- 
ness, according to a report from 
the controller of provincial reve- 
nue. Orders issued call for an 
intensive spring enforcement. 

It will not be profitable for a 
purchaser of a car to buy haphaz- 
ard because the price happens t> 
be a low figure. The manufacturer 
of a car delivers a signed title to 
the dealer. The dealer delivers 
this title form to the purchaser 
after establishing his title to the 
owner. The purchaser must sign 
this form or title and must show 
it to the Revenue Bureau at Mont- 
real or Quebec. 

It is not all over when the fees 
are pafd and the title received at 
the bureau. The owner must have 
his car examined by a duly quali- 
fied inspector. The controller will 
issue a certificate that the 
chaser is the last proprietor. 

Cars sold require the seller to 
place the date of sale on the cer- 
tificate, hand it to the buyer and 
the latter must return, it to the 
Revenue Department. It is only 
after all the requirements are ful- 
filled that the new proprietor re- 
ceives his certificate. 


Should a car be purchased 
from a person not the rightful 
owner, the buyer can be dis- 
possessed of it. The law is ex- 
pected to put a stop to automo- 
bile stealing because it gives the 
right to a revenue officer to seize 
without warrant all motor 
vehicles whose serial numbers or 
any other means of identification 
given by the maker have been 
wholly or even partly removed, 
replaced, covered, defaced, oblit- 
erated, or otherwise disappeared 
or changed.
